NATURAL GAS IN 1830. 


Account of a Correspondent’s Visit to a 
Lively New York Town, 

It bas long been Enown that natura! gas 
was put into use at Fredonia, N. L., more 
than half a century ago, bat no detailed 
description of the gas, mauner of its use, 
oœ the quantity or quality of 
the gas has been known to 
be in existence. A gentieman of Indian- 
spolis bas found in Brewster's Jouraal of 
152) the following full account of a corre- 
spondent’s visit toa “village lighted by 
natural gas:“ 

The village of Fredonia, in the Western 
part of the State of New York, presents 
this singular phenomena. 

I was detained there a day in October of 
last year, and had an opportunity of ex- 
amining it at leisure. 

The village is about forty miles from 
Boffalo, and about two from Lake Erie: a 
small but rapid stream, called the 
Cancdoway, passes through it, and, after 
turning several miles, discharges itself 
into the lake below; near the mouth isa 
small harbor with a light-house. 

While removing an old mill which stood 
partly over this stream in Fredonia, three 
years since, some bubbles were observed 
to break freely frequently from the water, 
and, on trial, were found to be be inflam- 
mable. A company was formed. and sa 
bolé an inch and a half in diameter being 
bored through the rock, a soft feted lime- 
stone, the gas left its natural channel and 
ascended tbrough this.

moist air has been lately studied by Signor 
Guglielmo (Turin Academy). He finds that 
with potentials less than 600 volts, moist 
air insulates as well as dry air, but with 
higher potentials, there is more loss in 
moist air, and more the moister the air and 
the higher the potential. The potential at 
which the difference becomes perceptible is 
the same for a ball as for a fine point. It 
occurs with extremely smooth surfaces, 
and so can not be attributed to discharges 
in consequence of roughness of surface. 
With equal potential the loss of electricity 
has the same magnitude, whatever the 
mensions of the balls used as conductors. 
In air saturated with vapors of insulating 
substances, the loss of electricity of a con- 
ductor is nearly the same as in dry air.
